Wo 
were prepared, as our previ.nn ariiclo elioived, 
to hear of payable di^^^iiiga beiii^? struck on 
tbe Soulca river ; beoauae gold, iu considerable 
quantity, baa been found seroral years ago ou 
it and the adjaocnt streams ; but whan we 
■aid payaldo di^rgiiiRS, we wore nol ao am- 
bitious as lo atk lor the miners aijoat ,'530 a- 
day. llowa\L'r, tlio letter of Dr. lirowu i» 
clear enough and explicit cnuu^h, and when 
we are told that llio lowest pnispect obtaimnl 
was three cents to tbe pan, and tbe biybesi 
one dollar, we mast accept the Blatoracnt as 
correct, only pesurving to ourselves the doubt 
that placed which, have But uiulerj^oni" ihe 
iDBDipulation of the proapector, will turn oot 
equally well. 

We are nnxioua tn see a largo population 
on Sooke river as soon as possible; but we 
are not anxious tOBtenien leave etnployment 
with the idea that ihcy areyoint; to niuka Ihiir 
" pile" at Sooke, or on Sun Juan river, situa- 
ted on the " other aide of J.jnlan." We have 
seen enough of pan prospects to mistrust 
them ; v»e know tliat In nine case.s out of ten 
they will give a much larger average ihun 
the result of a day or a week's work, and ihe 
leason ia obvious to thuse who underataud 
mining. It \« i;etn:«suiy, therefore, for those 
who are about lo yor.Miie Victoria yiir Suoke, 
lo keep their imuijiriations wit! ui boumlG. 
There may possibly bu S20 dij^fings, or S30 
diggings, but there will be much less dibup- 
pointmeot if tbe advsnturers who go to these 
newly disoovorcd niiuos liii'.il their unpiraiions 
to 83 or S4 u day. The Colony may well be 
satisfied if anything like this amount i- 
averaged, and tbe exploring expedition will 
hare deserved well of ibscouQiry ) Hlihoii»;li 
we do not exaolly see, as ilr Brown woald 
have ua infer, that thoy, as a Government ex- 
pedition, are enlilleil lu corna within the terms 
of Ihe Gold Procliuiiuiion. 

A du'y devolve.- i mrnedial/'ly upon the 
Goverimieut lo tirini; this uuriferoUH rejjioii 
undermining regulaliona. The only thiii^ 
we would wish lo impress upon tbo uuibori- 
tiei il the necessity of limiting the «ize ol 
the claima and the aninunl i*l Um license <ir 
Cfcrlificato. We have no niiiion lo pO()|io.-e 
that our pold-linlds are illimitable or that 
tliey will bear .toy com pariauii in extent with 
those ol tbe neighboring colony. It is there- 
fore desirable iQat tbey should bo made to 
"([0"aBfara8 posaible.coosistent with Cairncs? 
to those employed. 1 he amount of the ctr 
lifioate should be, at the outside, no bi>;lier 
than that paid in the neit;lih.iriiig e.doiiy. 
The class of people who will resort at this 
laaaoD of the year iu Vicloria to gold mining 
can scarcely bo olherwiEa than "scant o' 
oaab," and every dollar ia aa item of grave 
importance in their proppects. It if the 
interest ol the colony generally that a largo 
population alioulJ be thrown upon Sooko and 
iu tributaries ; fur ilii"n we should have im- 
mediate results, with ttie prospect, probably, 
of other diggings being discovered. Hut il 
the miner islo be met by eight or ten dollnrs 
at the outsat, aa ia flii«;;esled by some, a 
aerions impedimenl will ut once be thrown in 
the way, and the ilcvulopinent of the newly d s 
covered iiiinei< at thecuinmencoineiit retarded.

RICH SZSCOVERXXSSI 

EXTENSIVE GOLD FIELDS 

I.BTIBR PROM DR. BROWISri • 

The qnlet which has reigned in Ihi.i opm- 
niunity du'in;; tho last throe months was 
completely dispelled ye.ilorday, and llio 
wbolo city thrown into a stale of c.\citeinerit 
by tliu aniiounoflincnt of eilonsive surface 
digfiings, of surprising riohne.is, baling boen 
disrovered by the Bxploration party on Ihe 
Sooke and Leech Rivt,ri. The intelligence is 
contained in the following letier, addicssed 
ti tho Kxploration Cohimittee, by Dr. 
Brown, the commander, which will un- 
doubtedly be p"rused with the livoliesi 
iiiterost. 

Tlie Committee met yc.ttorday afternoon at 
.Mejsrs Franklin's ofliue, and heard llie slalo- 
inents of .Mr. Foley, one ol the party, a miner 
of considerablL' experience, who had just re- 
turned, and bo ciiulirmod tho details fiir- 
iiislicd by L)r. Blown. ,Mr. Foley had wilh 
him specimens of tho gold waslird out. He 
represents that during the first four rniled ol 
their ascent of tho Sooke Uiver, they pro- 
spected und laund iuJicationn of gold, but 
notliii:^ to pay ; but thence up lo tlie junc- 
tion of a tributary llowing in from the west* 
ward, which they named Lucoh river, after 
Lieut. Leech, they found good tS diggings. 
Sonne of the prospecting being as high as 
25 cents to the pan. The party, consisting 
of Messrs. Buttle, Foley, Whyinper and 
McDonald, ascended Leech River, a distance 
of 8 miles, when they reaohed the Forks of 
anotbsr stream, which they did not nxplore. 

On the banks and bara along Lceub river 
the excellent prospeola alluded to in Dr. 
Brown's letter were obtained. Tho pay-dirt, 
which it is belioved will be found to yiold a

The timber on tha banks 
will sapply to the whip saw all iho timber 
that can ever be required for the miner's 
purposes. The country abouuds with game 
and tbo "honest miner" never neod fear that 
bo can find food euougli without much tiou- 
blo, A ssw mill could ba erected at the 
head waters (or liaj' ot llae Fork-! of " l.^'ecli's 
liiver,") ami lumber f.;r flumes, pumps, 
sluires, itc, lloaied down to tlia miners, and 
on llio whule llio vn.ae of the diggings oau- 
nol bu oa.sily overoslimated.
